These  flats  have  also  provided  a  first  home  for  young  couples, 
who  may  have  been  living  in  lodgings  or  in  overcrowded  con¬ 
ditions  at  home.  These  couples  will  be  offered  larger  houses  as 
they  become  available. 

I  am  indebted  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  co-opera¬ 
tion  and  assistance. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Council  for  making  available  housing  accommo¬ 
dation,  and  to  your  Clerk  for  the  very  great  assistance  and 
kindness  which  I  received  from  him  during  the  period  when  I  was 
taking  up  residence  in  the  District.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilites.  Bacteriological  Samples  are  examined 

at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories,  situated  in  Northaller¬ 
ton  and  Hull. 

Routine  samples  of  water  and  milk 
are  sent  to  the  Laboratory  at  Northallerton  for  examina¬ 
tion 

(b)  Ambulance  Service.  An  ambulance  stationed  in  Malton  is 

available  for  use  in  the  district. 

(c)  Nursing.  A  domiciliary  nursing  and  midwifery  service  is 

available  in  the  district,  as  part  of  the  County  Council’s 
plans  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics.  These  are  provided  by  the 

County  Council.  A  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic 
is  held  fortnightly  in  the  Church  House.  An  Ophthalmic 
Clinic  is  held  monthly.  Clinics  for  the  treatment  of 
venereal  disease  are  situated  in  York  and  Scarborough. 

(e)  Hospitals.  General  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted 

to  hospitals  at  Malton,  Driffield,  Scarborough  and  York. 

Maternity  cases  go  to  the  Westow  Croft  Nursing 
Home,  Westow. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply.  The  water  supply  is  from  a  deep  bore  well 
situate  in  the  District  and  is  pumped  to  a  reservoir.  The 
water  is  treated  by  chlorination,  and  is  distributed  throughout 
the  district.  A  bulk  supply  is  also  provided  to  the  neighbour¬ 
ing  town  of  Malton. 


The  water  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity 
througout  the  year.

tt  is  thought  that  the  unsatisfactory  sample  of  treated 
water  was  due  to  repairs  to  the  water  main.  A  repeat  sample 
taken  shortly  afterwards  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

247  houses  are  without  their  own  water  supply,  and  these 
are  supplied  from  stand  pipes. 

Sewage  Disposal.  A  modern  sewage  disposal  works  serves  the 
needs  of  the  adjoining  Districts  of  Norton  and  Malton. 

The  Council  has  a  scheme  in  operation  for  the 
conversion  of  earth  closets,  privies  and  ashpits  to  the  water 
carriage  system.  During  the  year,  3  privies  and  57  pail 
closets  have  been  converted. 

Closet  Accommodation.  There  are  within  the  District,  63  privies 
and  179  pail  closets. 

Public  Cleansing.  The  Council  operate  a  weekly  collection  of 
refuse.  The  Cleansing  of  earth  closets,  privies  and  ashpits 
is  also  undertaken  by  the  Council  throughout  the  whole  of 
the  district.
